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mitted in the above-mention'd Experiments, it might 
probably have been rendered pure by a much larger 
Dofe of Lead thaa is ufually applied for that Purpofe. 
To my Memoir I might have added, thar, at- 
tempting to cleanfe a Parcel of the native Tlatina 
from the black Sand, wherewith it was mixed, I 
found that a great many of its Grains were attra&ed 
by the Magnet I made ufe of for that Purpofe, 
This Circumftance I took notice of in a Letter to 
Lord Lonjdale two Years ago. I am,

JWDec. 2o.rTT"AHERE is preferved in the Library 
17S °* J^ of Trinity -College in Cambridge, 
a Stone taken feom a human Bladder, which, for 
its uncommon Size, may deferve the Notice of his, 
Society. It is of an oval Shape, flatted on one Side 
and its Surface is fmooth. The fpecific Gravity 
plainly (hews, that it is of an animal Origin 5 for its 
Weight is to that of Water only as 1,75- to 1. 

In order to get a true and well-attcfted Hiftory of 
this curious Stone, the Right Rev. Dr. Claggett, 
Jate Bifnop of Exeter, was applied to, who was 

Keeper 
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Keeper of the Library at the time when it was given, 
and likewife the Rev. Dr. Baker, who was then a 
Fellow of Trinity College, and entertain'd the Gen- 
tleman that brought it; and laftly, a Son in law of 
the very Perfon from whom it was taken. From 
their Accounts it appear'd, that this Stone was taken 
from the Wife of Thomas Raifin, Lockfmith in 
Bury, after her Death, by Mr. Gutteridge> a Sur- 
geon, of Norwich. 

She had felt much lefs Pain than might have been 
expected from fo large a Stone ; and might probably 
have liv'd much longer with it, if fhe had not 
thought herfelf well enough to attempt a Journey 
onHorfeback; for, while me was riding, fhe was 
fuddenly feized with, violent Pains, that obliged her 
to be taken off the Horfe immediately : After which 
fhe could never make Water, unlefs'the Stone was 
firft moved, and fhe continued in great Agonies till 
flic died. 

This happen'd in the Reign of King Charles II. 
who being then at Newmarket, had the Stone 
brought to him ; fomc Part of which was chipp'd off 
from one of its Ends, to fhew the King that it con- 
fided of various Coats formed one over another, as 
animal Stones ufualiy do. 

Mr. Samnel Baitely, who was Member of Parlia- 
ment for Bury, had Pofieflion of this Stone, either 
immediately, or very foon after the Woman's Death, 
and kept it till it was preferited to Trinity-College. 
which was about the Middle of Queen *ta?'s Reign, 

This monftrous Stone weighs 33 Ounces3 Drachms 
and 36 Grains, Troy Weight. There appears to have 
been at leaf! half an Ounce broken off, on the Oc- 
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cafion before related 5 not to mention what it muft 
have loft by mere Wear in fourfcore Years, 

We are told, that they have in the Hofpitals of 
*Paris human Calculi weighing 34 7. arts Ounces: 
But this in Trinity Library, eyen ar prefenr, weighs 
34 Parts Ounces all but 9 Grains; and muft have 
weigh'd confiderably more when it was whole. Yet 
theie are perhaps the heavieft that are any-where re- 
corded i except that very extraordinary one mentioned 
by Dr Lifter, in his Journey to Paris, p. 232 5 which 
he fays was taken from a Monk A.D. 1690. and 
weighs fi Ounces. 

This Hiftory may confirm to us the Ufefulnefsof 
endeavouring to relieve the Violence of Pain in this 
Diftemper, by altering the Pofttion of the Stone- in 
the Bladder/ either with the Help of the Catheter, 
or by fome proper Alteration in the Pofture of the 
Patient 5 fince, with refpeft to the Pain which it 
occafions, the Situation of the Stone appears to be 
of far greater Confcquence than its Size.
